WORK  CARRIED  OUT  ON  DEFAULT  OF  OWNERS. 

The  following  works  have  been  carried  out  by  the  local 
authority  under  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936. 

Section  75  Renewal  of  74  Dustbins. 

PROPERTY  REPAIRS. 

The  position  regarding  materials  for  essential  repairs 
has  shown  no  improvement  since  last  year  and  the  constant 
increase  in  cost  was  making  such  work  almost  prohibitive. 
Licences  were  granted  for  this  work  and  great  efforts  were 
made  to  obtain  the  material  through  the  Ministries  with  vary- 
ing degrees  of  success.  These  factors  are  causing  a rapid 
and  continuous  deterioration  in  the  condition  of  house 
property. 

SHOPS  ACT. 

A survey  was  attempted  but  was  not  satisfactorily 
completed  as  flood  damage  repairs  have  taken  up  a great  deal 
of  time. 

FLOODING. 

The  unprecedented  weather  of  the  early  months  of  the 
vear  with  continuous  frosts  and  successive  heavy  falls  of  snow 
covering  a period  of  almost  two  months,  followed  by  a rapid 
thaw  which  released  such  a volume  of  water  that  the  ordinary 
drainage  channels  such  as  streams  and  rivers  could  not  pos- 
sibly cope  with  it,  caused  general  flooding.  The  floods  in 

Bentley  occurred  in  three  phases:- 

1.  The  drainage  of  water  from  adjoining  areas  into  Toll 

Bar  for  a few  days  from  the  14th  March,  to  the  depth 

of  2-3  feet,  and  also  along  the  North  Road. 
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2.  The  operation  of  the  Newton  spillway  on  the  18th 

March,  and  flooding  of  Sprotborough  Lane,  Bentley 

Road  and  Yarborough  Terrace  areas. 

3.  The  overflowing  and  bursting  of  the  barrier  bank  on 

the  20th  March,  and  flooding  of  Almholme,  Arksey  and 

Toll  Bar  areas,  to  a great  depth. 

The  first  emergency  operation  was  the  housing  of  the 
dispossessed  people  in  the  New  Village  Schools  which  were 
soon  filled  to  capacity,  the  peak  figure  being  650.  In  order 
to  provide  some  measure  of  comfort  for  them,  beds,  bedding, 
chairs  and  tables,  were  provided  from  Ministry  stores;  emer- 
gency cooking  and  feeding  arrangements  were  installed,  one 
room  was  set  apart  for  the  non-infectious  sick,  and  infectious 
and  serious  cases  of  illness  were  moved  to  hospital  immediately. 

Supervision  of  the  cleaning  of  rooms  and  passages, 
constant  inspection  and  cleansing  of  the  sanitary  accommoda- 
tion, and  a daily  service  of  refuse  removal  were  instituted  at 
once  and  were  maintained  throughout  the  occupation. 

Upon  the  recession  of  the  waters  in  the  Bentley  Road 
area  and  Arksey,  and  after  the  clearance  of  Toll  Bar  by 
pumping,  which  takes  from  15  to  20  days  to  accomplish,  all 
possible  labour  was  engaged  in  cleaing  up  the  appalling  mess 
left  by  the  flood;  roads,  streets,  sewers,  drains  and  water 
closets,  were  cleared  of  obstructions  and  cleansed  and  disin- 
fected, the  people  were  encouraged  to  swill  out  and  clean 
their  houses  whilst  still  wet  to  minimise  the  work  and  energy 
required  if  left  to  dry  in  a dirty  condition.  For  this  purpose 
soap,  disinfectant,  limewash  and  wall  distempers,  were  distri- 
buted and  proved  helpful  in  making  the  houses  decent. 

Owing  to  the  rapid  rise  of  the  water  18,964  lbs.  of 
foodstuffs  were  totally  ruined  and  had  to  be  destroyed. 

For  the  benefit  of  the  people  affected  by  the  flood  the 
following  arrangements  were  made: — 

Board  of  Trade 

Supply  of  forms  for  replacement  of  furniture,  floor 
coverings  and  furnishings. 

Supply  of  domestic  articles  to  local  shops,  e.g.  candles, 
gas  mantles,  floor  cloths,  scrubbing  brushes, 
paraffin,  etc. 

Customs  and  Excise 

Supply  of  forms  for  replacement  of  lost  clothing. 

Fuel  Office. 

Details  of  affected  areas  for  provision  of  extra  fuel. 
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Food  Office 

For  replacing  lost  ration  books  and  arranging 
temporary  registrations. 


Women's  Voluntary  Service 

Many  of  the  gifts  which  came  from  all  parts  of  this 
Country  and  the  Empire  were  received  through  the  Don 
Valley  Area  Organiser  and  distributed  by  the  Local  Centre 
Organiser  and  other  members  of  the  Service. 

These  gifts  included  16,000  tins  of  food,  parcels  of 
clothing,  furniture,  household  equipment,  wall  and  ceiling 
distempers,  and  paint.  The  foodstuffs  and  a gift  of  money 
were  sent  to  this  area  by  the  Lord  Mayor  of  Leeds  to  whom 
the  affected  people  and  the  Council  were  deeply  grateful. 

PROPERTY  REPAIRS 

As  soon  as  possible  after  the  flooding  a survey  of  the 
damage  to  houses  was  made  by  Inspectors  of  the  County 
Health  Staff  and  records  entered  into  a card  file  to  be  used 
as  a check  upon  repair  work. 

The  owners  could  not  possibly  face  such  repair  bills 
but  by  the  kindness  of  the  Lord  Mayor  of  London,  £20,000 
was  allocated  to  the  Council  for  repair  work  and  owners  were 
urged  to  commence  this  work  immediately.  There  was  some 
delay  caused  by  the  need  for  licences  and  shortage  of  materials, 
but  this  was  gradually  overcome  by  contacting  the  Ministries 
concerned  and  by  the  end  of  the  year  323  houses  were  repaired 
and  work  was  in  hand  for  almost  the  whole  of  the  remainder. 
The  list  of  works  carried  out  is  given  in  the  earlier  part  of 
this  report  and  the  cost  for  the  year  was  £7,225/5/3. 

Particulars  of  the  floods  which  have  occured  in  Bentley 
since  1931  are  given  overleaf. 
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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 


WATER  SUPPLY 

Eight  samples  of  water  were  taken  for  chemical 
analysis  and  were  found  to  be  satisfactory,  but  five  were  of 
doubtful  organic  purity.  Fourteen  samples  were  taken  for 
bacterial  testing  and  three  were  found  to  be  not  satisfactory 
and  these  were  three  of  the  five  mentioned  above.  No  houses 
were  connected  to  the  public  supply  during  the  year  as  none 
was  within  reasonable  distance.  Seven  houses  now  receive 
drinking  water  in  churns  by  road.  There  are  now  one  farm 
and  seven  houses  on  shallow  wells  and  four  farms  on  deep 
wells. 

PRIVIES  AND  PAIL  CLOSETS. 

All  properties  within  reach  of  the  sewer  are  now  con- 
nected. There  are  twelve  privies  and  twenty-three  pail 
closets  remaining. 

CLEANSING  OF  DRAINS. 

The  arrangements  made  in  1942  for  cleansing  drains 
still  continue  and  are  working  satisfactorily  and  such 
nuisances  are  rapidly  abated. 

VERMINOUS  PREMISES. 

Bugs — Seven  houses  were  treated  for  bugs,  four  were 
Council  houses  and  three  were  privately  owned. 

Ants — Seven  houses  were  treated. 

Blackclocks — Two  houses  were  treated. 

Gammexane  and  D.D.T.  have  been  in  general  use  in 
cases  of  vermin  infestation  with  the  usual  effectiveness,  and 
liquid  D.D.T.  has  been  used  with  excellent  results  in  food 
preparing  places,  slaughterhouses,  and  cowsheds. 


RODENT  CONTROL. 


This  work  has  again  been  carried  out  on  the  lines  of 
the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries  methods  with  good 
results,  premises  and  sites  being  cleared  completely  and  the

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SMOKE  OBSERVATIONS. 


No  observations  were  taken  during  the  year. 
BURNING  COLLIERY  TIP. 

The  refuse  heap  to  the  one  colliery  in  the  district 
still  causes  a nuisance  from  smoke  and  fumes,  though  there 
is  some  improvement,  but  some  form  of  treatment  more  efficient 
than  water  spraying — which  has  a tendancy  to  form  drainage 
channels — is  needed  to  combat  the  fire  and  reduce  the  discom- 
fort of  the  people  in  the  direction  of  the  prevailing  wind. 

MOVEABLE  DWELLINGS. 

There  is  no  increase  in  this  form  of  dwelling  and  there 
are  still  five  sites  which  are  licensed  containing  eleven  dwell- 
ings. Itinerant  hawkers  use  unlicensed  sites  and  country 
lanes  for  a few  weeks  whilst  working  the  area.

One  sample  of  ordinary  milk  was  found  to  be  tuber- 
culous and  one  beast  was  slaughtered  following  investigations 
by  the  veterinary  service. 

The  number  of  satisfactory  samples  showed  a fall  on 
the  previous  year  but  this  may  have  been  caused  by  the 
disturbance  of  herds  during  and  after  the  flood,  for  this  reason 
it  has  not  been  possible  to  devote  time  to  the  observation  of 
milking  processes.  There  have  been  no  complaints  about 
dirty  churns  and  very  few  about  milk  being  delivered  in  dirty 
bottles.

HOUSING 

HOUSING  ACT,  1936  - OVERCROWDING. 

Twenty-two  complaints  of  overcrowding  were  received 
but  only  three  were  confirmed. 

HOUSING  ACTS  1925-1936  - CLEARANCE  AREAS. 

Of  the  clearance  areas  put  in  hand  in  1937,  two  houses 
remain  and  one  is  still  occupied.  No  further  work  has  been 
done  in  this  respect  since  the  war  commenced. 

INDIVIDUAL  UNFIT  HOUSES. 

All  houses  declared  to  be  unfit  have  been  demolished 
and  the  sites  cleared. 

INSPECTION  OF  DWELLING  HOUSES. 

No  routine  inspection  of  dwelling  houses  has  been 
carried  out,  but  all  complaints  have  received  immediate 
attention. 

SQUATTERS 

The  trainee  miners’  hostel  was  occupied  by  Squatters 
until  the  end  of  the  year.  A case  for  possession  was  taken 
to  the  County  Court  when  an  order  was  made  in  favour  of 
the  Ministry  of  Works.  The  reduction  in  the  number  of 
occupants  was  a gradual  piocess  and  the  hostel  was  cleared 
during  December. 
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
